We under- 
stand that he has said he should, in fact, have lost money by 
the speculation, but for a circumstance {which ought scarcely to 
be taken into account inthis matter, regarded as an individual 
and isolated speculation. It seems there was a clause io the agree- 
ments made bet ween the manager and the vocalists, that at the 
close of the season at Her Majesty’s Theatre, their services should 
be at his command for a week without salary, he, of course, pay- 
ing all expenses. He says, we are told, that if he had had to 
pay for the ‘sioging he should have been out of pocket by the 
speculation, notwithstanding the houses were good ones, and at 
advanced prices.— Manchester Guardian.
